Plaque tributes lor 
magnificent seven 

Borough's unsung historical figures honoured, after public vote 



A SPECIAL platform - complete with bedknobs and a broomstick - was set up to greet 
veteran star of stage and screen Dame Angela Lansbury when she arrived for last 
weekend's film festival in Poplar, held in her name.

SEVEN plaques are to be 
put up to recognise the 
borough’s historic people 
and places after more than 
1,000 votes were cast. 

The final list for Tower 
Hamlets People's Plaques 
scheme sees a journalist, a film 
director and a community 
worker honoured alongside a 
herbalist, a nursery, a Lascar 
seaman and a cafe owner. 

The scheme gave residents the 
chance to nominate a place, 
event or person with an historic 
association with the borough. 

A shortlist of 17 was drawn up 
last November and residents 
voted for their choice. 

The seven who received the 
most votes, and for which 
permissions could be secured, 
will have a plaque installed at 
a suitable site to commemorate 
the significant impact they 
have made to shaping the 
cultural history of the borough. 

The council hosted a reception 
last Thursday, April 10, at the 
Kobi Nazrul Centre, Whitechapel 
for residents who nominated 



the successful entries. Philip 
Hewson, whose wife Marjorie, 
was commemorated with a 
plaque, said: "I am so, so, proud 
of this accolade for my late 
wife who passed away last 
January from cancer. 

“She would have been so 
proud if not a little embarrassed! 

“She loved her job as a teacher 
and did a great deal for the 
community and helped where 
she could. I am pleased she 
touched so many lives.” 


Ansar Ahmed Ullah, who 
nominated Ayub Ali, said: “Ayub 
Ali Master was one of the first 
Bengali settlers in east London. 
He was also instrumental in 
helping other Bengalis to settle 
here in Tower Hamlets. 

“He offered help and provid- 
ed a support network for his 
fellow countrymen. I am pleased 
his presence and contribution 
is being acknowledged.”

Tassaduq Ahmed 

Journalist Tassaduq Ahmed, 
born in Sylhet, Bangladesh, 
came to England in 1953 to 
avoid possible imprisonment 
for writing anti-Pakistan gov- 
ernment articles. He worked 
as a volunteer with the Pak- 
istan Welfare Association and 
published the Eastern News, 
an English newspaper 

During the 1970s and 1980s 
he helped to publish several in- 
fluential periodicals in both 
Bengali and English. He lived the 
latter part of his life at 16b Par- 
fett Street, Spitalfields where the 
plaque will be erected. 

He was awarded an MBE in 
1989 and received the Freedom 
of the borough in 2000. 

Ayub Ali 

Ayub Ali, often called Master, ran 
a seamen's cafe in Commercial 
Road in the 1920s and opened 
the Shah Jalal Coffee House at 
76 Commercial Street. He turned 
his home into a centre of sup- 
port for Bengali people settling 
in the East End. 

It acted as a lodging house, job 
centre, education service, 
travel agency and advice bureau. 
In 1943 he started the Indian Sea- 
men's Welfare League in Chris- 
tian Street. Between 1945 and 
1959 he lived at 13 Sandy's Row, 
Spitalfields. 

Nicholas Culpeper 

A herbalist and writer, Nicholas 
Culpeper lived in Red Lion Street, 
Spitalfields. He wrote books in 
English rather than Latin ex- 
plaining how readers could 
cure their illnesses by using 
herbs. 

He always gave advice to 
poor people, much to the oppo- 
sition of physicians. 

His influence is demonstrat- 
ed by the existence of a chain 


of Culpeper herb and spice 
shops and by the continued pop- 
ularity of his remedies among 
alternative holistic medicine 
practitioners. His plaque will be 
sited at 92 Commercial Street, 
Spitalfields. 

Clara Grant 

Clara Grant was born in Wilt- 
shire, but moved to Wapping to 
be a teacher. In 1907 she found- 
ed the Fern Street Settlement in 
Fern Street, Bromley-by-Bow 
to do community work among 
the poor. The plaque will be put 
up at the Settlement building. 

She initiated the farthing 
bundle ceremony on Saturday 
mornings when children who 
were small enough to pass 
through an arch received a par- 
cel of toys for a farthing (a 
quarter of an old penny). 
Marjorie Hewson 


For 40 years Marjorie Hewson, 
known as Marge, worked as a 
nursery nurse at Christ Church 
School in Brick Lane, Spital- 
fields, where she grew up and 
lived. She is remembered by 
many for her commitment and 
dedication to her work. 

Marge inspired children to 
perform to their potential and 
aim high. Her plaque will be put 
up at Chicksand House, Spelman 
Street, Spitalfields. 

Alfred Hitchcock 

Sir Alfred Hitchcock directed 
more than 50 feature films over 
six decades and is regarded as 
the greatest British film maker. 

As a schoolboy, he lived in 
Salmon Lane, Limehouse, where 
his plaque will be erected at 
number 154. 

It is said that his first signif- 
icant experience of the movies 


was at the Ben Hur Cinema in 
Stepney. 

Hitchcock also attended the 
London County Council School 
of Engineering and Navigation 
in Poplar High Street (now part 
of Tower Hamlets College). 

Sowabullah Munshi 

Sowabullah Munshi was born 
in Sylhet, Bangladesh, but was 
one of the founding fathers of 
the Bengali community in the 
East End. He came to this coun- 
try in 1920s as a Lascar seaman 
who jumped ship, found shel- 
ter in east London, and married 
a white British woman. 

They settled down at 16 Elder 
Street, Spitalfields, and opened 
a lodging house in Code Street, 
off Brick Lane. Many who found 
shelter there went on to become 
noted Bangladeshi community 
leaders in the UK.

Dame Angela’s return 
lights up film festival

A STANDING ovation from 
a crowd of 350 fans 
greeted Dame Angela 
Lansbury, the renowned 
star of stage and screen, 
when she came home to 
Poplar to attend a film 
festival in her honour. 

And she said she was thrilled 
to see the changes to the area. 

When asked her what mem- 
ories of Poplar she would take 
back to her home in the Unit- 
ed States, she said: “Absolutely 
a total rejuvenation, and excite- 
ment and a sense of youthful- 
ness, originality, colour; 
everything under the sun and 
it's really thrilling to see it.” 

Hosted by Poplar Film, the 
two-day festival was curated by 
Dame Angela, star of long run- 
ning TV series Murder She 
Wrote, and more than 50 films. 

Aged 88, she is currently ap- 
pearing in Blithe Spirit at the 
Geilgud Theatre, a return to 
the West End stage for the first 
time in 40 years. 

But she took time out last 
weekend for the film festival 
where she opened a free screen- 
ing of Bedknobs and Broom- 
sticks in Chrisp Street Market. 

Dame Angela then went to

World War II. 

Chrisp Street Market, built as 
part of the 'living architecture' 
element of the festival, was the 
first pedestrianised shopping 
centre of its kind.

The car, a blue Honda Civic, 
stopped at the scene and the 
driver, a woman aged 26, was 
arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by careless 
driving - she has been bailed to 
return on May 15.

Mum admits 
killing baby 

ATEENAGER has admitted 
killing her four-month- 
old baby. 

The 19-year-old mother, plead- 
ed guilty to a manslaughter 
charge at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on April 7. 

She also admitted two counts 
of child cruelty in relation to two 
other children. 

Police were called at about 
5.30pm on October 4 after 
an ambulance crew had taken 
the baby to hospital from an 
address in Bow. 

She was pronounced dead at 
the hospital at 5.45pm. 

A post-mortem found the 
cause of death to be severe, 
acute malnutrition and 
dehydration. 

The woman, who has not 
been named by police, will be 
sentenced in May. 


Council’s website 
gets a makeover

RESIDENTS will find a 
refreshed and more 
modern looking website 
when they access the 
council’s site. 

The changes, launched this 
week, are the first in a series of 
updates that will build on the 
website's function as an intuitive 
and accessible gateway to 
council services, making life 
easier for users. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“We want the Tower FLamlets 
website to be residents' first port 


of call when they are seeking to 
access council services and 
information. A new survey by 
independent pollsters, ICM, 
found that 85 per cent of local 
people surveyed had broad- 
band at home. 

“The user-friendly updates 
we are launching will make 
council services and information 
easier to find. It is the first step 
in a transformation that will 
happen over the next few years.'' 

The improvements include 
prominent call-to-action buttons' 
that emphasise access to key 
council services, allowing users 


to report it', pay it', request it' 
or 'apply for it'. 

The site has also been 
de-cluttered, making it clearer 
and easier to read. A new ban- 
ner on the home page will be 
regularly updated with news 
and information on services.

Managing money 

A HOUSING provider is inviting 
residents to learn how to man- 
age household budgets and use 
their skills to teach others. 

Money Mentoring is a 
12-week course run by Circle 
Housing Old Ford with pover- 
ty relief charity Toynbee Hall. 

It will enable residents to 
gain a national accreditation 
before sharing their knowledge 
with others. 

The course, which will take 
place every Thursday at Eastside 
Community Centre in Bow, 
teaches students how to cope 
with their cash flow, to under- 
stand financial products, use the 
internet to get best deals such 
as gas and electricity and how 
to help others. 

Rosie Hewson, training and 
employment manager, said: 
“You don't need to be a money 
expert, all you need is enthusi- 
asm and we will teach you the 
rest."

Jobs and training 

A HOUSING association has 
formed a partnership with an 
employment training organi- 
sation, in a bid to support young 
people aged 16 to 24 who are 
seeking an apprenticeship or 
employment. 

One Housing Group and Job- 
wise Training launched their 
partnership during National 
Apprenticeship Week last 
month and have already re- 
cruited the first young person. 

Trainees receive four weeks of 
tuition in functional skills such 
as maths and English and then 
embark on a three-month place- 
ment with One Housing Group. 
They also receive £60 a week for 
travel and lunch expenses. 

At the end of the placement, 
trainees will be given help to 
find a job, and offered a chance 
to be taken on as an apprentice 
for a year.

The electoral map of Tower Hamlets is changing. At the elections on Thursday, May 22 
residents may find they are in a new ward, visiting a new polling station or voting for a 
smaller number of councillors than before. The changes are aimed at making the way 
residents are represented fairer. Ian Read answers some key questions. 

Ward boundary changes: 
what they mean to you 

More wards and fewer councillors as electoral map is redrawn 



Os What is changing? 

As The ward boundaries have been re- 
drawn to improve efficiency and ensure 
each resident's vote carries equal weight. 
This means there will be more wards but 
fewer councillors overall representing the 
borough. The number of wards is in- 
creasing from 17 to 20. At the same time, 
the number of councillors representing 
the borough will reduce from 51 to 45. 

Os Why? 

A* The changes have been made by the 
Local Government Boundary Commis- 
sion for England, an independent body 
which conducts electoral reviews of lo- 
cal authority areas. 

The Boundary Commission has to 
make sure that every councillor in Tow- 
er Hamlets represents roughly the same 
number of residents. 

That way, each elector's vote carries 
equal weight, which is essential for a ro- 
bust democracy. 

The changes take account of the pro- 
jected 16 per cent population in- 
crease between 2012 and 2018. 

The Boundary Commission's 
recommendations were drawn up after 
consultation with interested parties 
and the public, and have been approved 
by Parliament. 

Os How axe wards 
affected? 

As The new ward structure was cal- 
culated based on how many residents 
each councillor was representing. The 
changes are being introduced for the next 
local government elections so that no 
councillors face upheaval mid-term. 

Some wards will still have the same 
number of councillors representing 
them while other, smaller or less dense- 
ly populated, wards will have fewer. 


O: How many 
residents will each 
councillor represent? 

A* The Commission sets a standard of 
the number of people represented by a 
councillor being no more than ten per 
cent greater or smaller than the average 
residents-to-councillor ratio in that bor- 
ough - or 'electoral variance'. 

Based on December 2011 electorate 
data, 35 per cent of the wards in Tower 
Hamlets had a variance greater than this 
ten per cent standard. In fact one ward 
- Millwall - had an electoral variance of 
47 per cent. 

Under the new plans, no ward will 
have a population variance of greater 
than ten per cent. As a result of the 
changes, the average population per 
councillor will be 4,029 in 2014, rising 
to 4,417 by 2018. 

Os So if you are going 
from 17 to 20 wards, 
where axe these three 
new wards? 

As It’s not as simple as just creating three 
extra wards. The overall number of 
wards has increased after a consultation 
but in fact, almost every ward has had 
a boundary change of some kind. Some 
wards' changes are more complex than 
others to take account of the population 
sizes. See the map opposite and 


www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/vote for 

more information. 

Os Were we consulted 
on these changes? 

As Yes, a full public consultation was 
held, starting in March 2012 and con- 
cluding in January 2013. There were two 
opportunities for local people to have 
their say, during which 110 submis- 
sions were received in total. 

Os Where axe the 
biggest changes? 

As Most wards will experience changes 
and some roads or blocks will be moved 
into new wards. The biggest changes are 
on the Isle of Dogs and in Mile End, where 
the ward boundaries bear little resem- 
blance to the current ward map. 

Os How were the new 
ward names decided? 

As It’s very important to the Commis- 
sion and to the council that the new 
names reflect the communities they cov- 
er and the history of those communities. 

Residents were consulted on the pro- 
posed ward names and their input in- 
fluenced the names that were eventually 
decided upon. 

For example, the new Island Gar- 
dens ward was originally proposed to be 
called Millwall but residents successfully 
argued that the name Island Gardens 


would better reflect how the area was 
known locally. 

Also, strong feelings about the pro- 
posed removal of reference to 'Lansbury' 
from any of the ward names resulted in 
the proposed Poplar North ward being 
re-named Lansbury. This ensured Tow- 
er Hamlets' George Lansbury, regarded 
as one of our greatest political leaders, 
remained honoured in the ward names. 

Os Looking at the map, 
some of the wards are 
much bigger than 
others. Why is this? 

A* This is because the wards no longer 
all return three councillors. Some small- 
er wards have been created which will 
return either one or two councillors, 
based on their population figures. 

Os When will these 
changes come into 
effect? 

A* They formally come into effect on 
the day of the elections, May 22, but the 
poll cards, which are being issued at the 
moment, will identify the new wards for 
each resident. 

Os Why does it matter 
which ward I am in? 

As Wards are used for administrative 
purposes so will not affect any services 
you receive from the council. There 
won't be any change to your bin col- 
lection day, for example. 

The only physical changes you may 
notice would be to do with the elections: 
there may be a possible change to your 
polling station on the day of the elections, 
and there may be a change in the num- 
ber of councillors you are voting to elect. 
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Remembering a rates rebel 

George Lansbury (1859-1940) was MP for Bow and Bromley from 
1910-1912. As mayor of Poplar he led the Poplar rates rebellion in 
1921 when he and 29 councillors were imprisoned for six weeks.

Tower’s new 
drawbridge

A WORKING drawbridge 
has been reinstated at the 
Tower of London for the 
first time since the 1970s. 

Years of planning and five 
months of construction saw 
the official unveiling and rising 
of the drawbridge, a sight 
not seen at the Tower in over a 
generation. 

Originally created in 1834 to 
allow munitions to be taken into 
the basement of the White 
Tower from the wharf, the draw- 
bridge would have spanned a 
water-filled moat, but this was 
deemed noxious and drained in 
1843 on the orders of the then 
Constable of the Tower of Lon- 
don, the Duke of Wellington. 

The bridge has undergone var- 
ious adaptations over the years, 
including the last time it was 
completely replaced in 1915. 

The tradition of raising the 
bridge carried on into the 1970s, 
reflecting the residual role of the 
castle as a defended fortress 
with a resident garrison. 

In 1978 the bridge was 
permanently fixed in place,

stripping it of its ability to lift. 

Alex Attelsey, conservation 
building surveyor for Historic 
Royal Palaces, said: “We worked 
with specialist crafts people to 
help recreate the bridge, it's 
quite an unusual project after 
all and it isn't every day you get 
to rebuild a medieval style 
drawbridge.'' 

The drawbridge will be raised 
and lowered on special occa- 
sions and bank holidays, and 
used for educational and learn- 
ing opportunities.

Time for bluebells 
and butterflies 


News from the 
Friends of Tower 
Hamlets Cemetery 
Park 

AFTER the very wet win- 
ter, we’ve so far enjoyed 
a warm, dry spring. 

In Tower Hamlets Cemetery 
Park, it's good to see that the wet 
weather hasn't adversely 
affected the early butterflies. 

The earliest butterflies, which 
can even be seen on very warm 
winter days, are those that 
hibernate as adult butterflies. 
The peacock is one of these, a 
large insect with a spectacular 
eye-spot on each wing. 

They're around in unusually 
high numbers, so you might see 
one anywhere in the borough, 
visiting flowers such as dande- 
lions, or basking on warm 
ground. 

If you visit the Cemetery Park 
on any warm, sunny April day 
you'll see many other kinds. 
Some, like the small whites 
and holly blues, you might see 
anywhere. But others, like the 
yellow brimstone and the 
orange-tip, you'll see in the 
park, because we've planted 
their caterpillars' food plants, but 
you'll be lucky to see them else- 
where. 

Bluebells are very attractive 
to all the spring butterflies, for 
their nectar. There are blue- 
bells throughout the wood- 
lands, as well as many other 
spring flowers. Come along and 
enjoy them, and the Ackroyd 
Drive Greenlink, which con- 
nects the cemetery park to Mile 
End Park, is very flowery at this 
time of year. It's particularly 
good now for its masses of 
cowslips. 

If you think you'd like to join 
in events at the park, there's 
plenty of choice, to suit all ages 
and interests. 

You can join other volunteers 
to help look after the park, 
every Tuesday and every first 
Sunday of the month. You get 
beautiful and interesting sur- 
roundings, good company and 
exercise. 


Every month there are also: 
Bow Beastles children's club 
(April 19, 10.30am); Friends' 
monthly meeting (May 1, 7pm); 
researching the monuments 
(May 11, 2pm); regular guided 
walk to explore nature or 
heritage (history walk on May 
18 at 2pm). 

Our annual festival is on Sat- 
urday June 29, iiam-4pm. If 
you're interested in having a 
stall or other activity or helping 
organise and run the day, 
contact us. 

Perhaps you can do a bit of 
mature detective work. If you 
visit a bluebell wood in the 
countryside, all the plants will 
be English bluebells. The flower 
stems will nod, all the flowers 
will be on one side of the stem, 
be scented, and have blue pollen. 
Spanish bluebells, widely grown 
in gardens, have upright stems, 
flowers all round the stem, no 
scent and white pollen. 

In urban areas, bees moving 
between the two kinds of blue- 
bell have cross-pollinated them, 
producing 'in-between' hybrid 
plants. These can show any 
combination of the character- 
istics of their parents. On top of 
that, bluebells aren't always 
blue. Look out for white, pink and 
pinky-purple ones. 

If you do visit the cemetery 
park, try to take in the areas 
outside the historic cemetery 
that the Friends also care for. 
These are Cantrell Road, Scrap- 
yard Meadow and the Ackroyd 
Drive Greenlink. 

Scrapyard Meadow has our 
new chalk maze, built last sum- 
mer. There's still finishing-off 
work to do, now that the ground 
has dried out. The maze isn't a 
puzzle-maze but what's known 
as a classical labyrinth, which 
has no tricks, as you follow a sin- 
gle route to the centre.

IT would be difficult to imagine a 
more extraordinary pair of broth- 
ers than George and Alfred Lawson. 

Best known today as early rivals in the 
world of professional baseball, as the new 
game captured the imagination of the 
United States, they were polymaths of a type 
only restless, frontier-pushing, 19th 
century America seemed to produce. 

They were intense rivals whose shared 
narcissism led them from one grand 
scheme to another, both in and away 
from the game, generating headlines 
seemingly as they went, leaving bruised and 
disillusioned partners (both business and 
personal) in their wake. 

Alfred had a long career as a player, 
manager and league organiser before 
gaining notoriety as a utopian novelist, 
philosopher, economic reformer, cult leader 
and early rival of the Wright Brothers. 
George was a soldier, vaudeville troupe man- 
ager, performing hypnotist, medical quack, 
evangelist and anti-Ku Klux Klan crusader 
who sought to break baseball's colour line 
by founding integrated leagues.

Remarkable enough that the two lived 
in the same time. But that the pair emerged 
from the same family in the grim squalor 
of 19th century Bethnal Green to take on 
the world is more remarkable still. 

“When I look into the vastness of space 
and see the marvellous workings of its con- 
tents... I sometimes think I was born ten or 
twenty thousand years ahead of time." So 
wrote Alfred, the younger brother by five 
years, in his later, more philosophical days. 
It was a line in semi-mystical fact-fogging 
that he might have acquired from his dis- 
tinctly shady father, Robert. 

Robert Henry Lawson was born in 
Bethnal Green in 1828, a time when the life 
expectancy of the common East Ender was 
just 16 years.

famous for conducting cut-rate ceremonies, 
bonding as many as 50 couples a day and 
causing near riots) would see a change in 
Robert's circumstances. 

The 'casual labourer' listed in an 1840s' 
census now listed his occupation on the 
marriage certificate as a 'professor of mu- 
sic' (a rather grand term for music teacher 
rather than anything more academic), 
and he had met his new bride (Mary Ann 
Anderson, who was just 17) through a shared 
loved of theatricals. 

Many decades later, Alfred Lawson 
would write that his parents had met af- 
ter Mary Ann saw Robert perform in a 
Shakespeare play. This isn't quite as far- 
fetched as his accompanying claim -that 
Robert attended Oxford University. 

Mary Ann's father George was listed as 
a 'chemist and soda water manufacturer' 
in the 1851 census, so was a made, middle 
class man, and was also a stage performer 
by night. But with a rapidly growing fam- 
ily, Robert was forced to give up his fledg- 
ling career in music and theatre to take a 
more solid job, as a foreman on the West 
India Docks. 

It was far more secure than most dock 
work, and in 1861 he added a paid position 
within the Church to his CV. Robert had 
gleaned a good amount from his elemen- 
tary Bethnal Green education and served 
as a scripture reader, using his thespian skills 
to add drama and colour to his recitations 
of the gospels. 

An 1851 religious census of England had 
reported that Bethnal Green, with more 
than 90,000 souls, had only 6,024 atten- 
dees of Anglican churches; pubs, working 
men's clubs and radical political societies 
had replaced the church as the focus of 
social life. Well-read and educated East 
Enders were scarcer still, and Robert swift- 
ly rose through the laity of the local parish 
churches. 

By 1861, the growing family had moved 
to Victoria Terrace by the Victoria Docks,

joined the growing brood in 1864, Alfred Bethnal Green 
would be born in 1869. 

And it is the younger of the brothers who 
offers another insight into his extraordi- 
nary father. A working class lad from 
Bethnal Green (with a young wife and a 
crew of children) attending Oxford seems 
unlikely enough. But Alfred claims that it 
was in these years that his father invent- 
ed a perpetual motion machine. 

Alfred would later specialise in cod phi- 
losophy and even invent his own religion, 
but in this instance he seems, remarkably, 
to have stumbled across verifiable fact. 

The UK patent office has a record of a pro- 
visional patent by Robert Henry Lawson 
and partner William Darlow, filed on Oc- 
tober 17 1863, for 'improvements in appa- 
ratus or means for obtaining motive 
power'. It was based on the ancient idea that 
shifting liquids can cause an overbalance 
within a container set on a pivot... and thus 
keep turning indefinitely. 

The patent was never granted, and 
something more down-to-earth was about 
to occur which would overbalance Robert's 
life in a far more disturbing way. It would 
lead to the police court, public disgrace and 
a church-organised flit from the East End 
for a new start in America.

"If you want 
loyalty, get a dog”

MICKEY Duff began boxing illegal- 
ly at 15 years of age, retired at 19 and 
went on to become the most pow- 
erful man in British boxing. 

Duff, who died on March 22 aged 84, was 
born Monek Prager in Krakow, Poland and 
raised in Aldgate by a strict Rabbi father at 
a time when Jewish boxers were big busi- 
ness in east London. 

He was not only instrumental in nego- 
tiating world title fights for the likes of Step- 
ney's Charlie Magri, Bethnal Green's John 
H Stracey, heavyweight Frank Bruno and 
east London's Maurice Hope, but he was the 
most important and influential man in post- 
war British boxing. 

His proud Jewish background toughened 
him up and he feared no-one - something 
that notorious East End gangsters The 
Kray Twins discovered. 

When Duff and Jarvis Astaire launched 
the Anglo American Sporting Club at Lon- 
don's Hilton Hotel, the Krays asked if they 
could have seats because the legendary Sug-

ar Ray Robinson was topping the bill. 

Duff refused because he thought their ap- 
pearance might offend the hotel manage- 
ment and a story appeared in a London 
evening newspaper. Duff got a phone call 
saying ''You know who this is. Why did you 
put the article in the paper.'' 

''I didn't,'' Duff told Reg Kray, denying it 
was him, but the next day his wife Marie 
got a flower box wrapped in ribbons. Inside 
were four dead rats. 

She reported it to Jack Manning, head of 
the murder squad and a keen boxing fan, 
Mickey and Marie were given a police guard 
and the Krays were warned by Manning 
that the police would close every drinking 
club in the West End - the focus of the Krays 
protection rackets - if anything happened. 

In his autobiography, Twenty and Out, 
Duff admitted that had it not been for the 
intervention of the police something would 
have happened. Four months later the 
Krays were jailed for life and Duff said: "I 
was lucky.” 

Duff also recalled violent anti-semitism 
when walking across a bridge in Poland 
with his grandfather, who was attacked by 
a group of men and had half his long beard 
hacked off. 

Young Monek decided it would be use- 
ful to learn to use his fists and by 1938, when 
he was nine, the family had settled in the 
East End. Monek soon became Mickey. 

When he began boxing professionally at 
15 - he lied about his age because the le- 
gal minimum was 16 - the Prager name was 
changed to Duff, after a character out of a 
James Cagney movie. He began thrilling 
crowds at Mile End Arena and Bow Town 
Hall between 1946-48. 

When he retired at 19, Duff became a 
sewing machine salesman before em- 
barking on a matchmaking and promot- 
ing career that was to make him one of the 
biggest names in world boxing. 

Duff was also involved with fights fea- 
turing Muhammad Ali, Sonny Liston, Mike 
Tyson and Sugar Ray Robinson to name a 
few. Wherever there was a world title 
fight you could be sure Duff would have 
some part of it. 

Mickey Duff was unique. He was strong- 
willed. He was at times argumentative. He 
was a hard deal-maker. He was obsessed 
with boxing. And he always said to people: 
“If you want loyalty get a dog”. 

In a sport where loyalty is not always a 
byword, Duff was the one who did the bark- 
ing and he did it loudest.

know that I have helped to get these stories 
out to the public,'' she said.

She told how she had three or four jobs a 
day at one stage in her life, when she was 
also bringing up a young family. 

She worked as a cleaner in office blocks, 


often at night, and then became a 
supervisor at St Leonard's Hospital 
“teaching other people howto do scrubbing''. 

Priscilla also recalled the washhouse near 
Arnold Circus where women would take their 
family washing and then hang it out to dry 
for tuppence an hour. 

She gave up work when she was 59 due 
to ill health and now lives on the Isle of Dogs.

exhibition through the Zaccheus Project 
in Bethnal Green, where she takes part in 
different activities, and was asked to record 
her memories. 

Photographer Sarah Ainslie, who has 
worked in the borough for 30 years, said she 
was asked to get involved after taking 
photos for a Somali exhibition last year.

A SELECTION of pictures 
taken by the UK's first 
female press photogra- 
pher are on display at a 
new exhibition at the 
Museum of London. 

The works by Christina Broom 
are from a collection recently 
acquired by the museum, and 
include a World War 1 picture of 
Rudyard Kipling's son, Jack, who, 
was killed in action in the 
Battle of Loos in 1915. 

At the age of 40, Broom taught 
herself photography so she could 
create and sell postcards - a trade 
which was thriving. 

At work between 1903 and 
1939, she gained exclusive access 
to leading London events from 
suffragette processions to King 
George V's coronation, and she 
became photographer to the 
Household Brigade, forging a 
unique relationship with the 
Guards. 

In this centenary year of the 
outbreak of World War I, the 
display focuses on Broom's por- 
trayal of London's military life. 
On show is a small selection of 
stills depicting soldiers mobil- 
ising for war and leaving for the 
Western Front. 



The museum's curator of pho- 
tographs, Anna Sparham, said: 
“At over 2,500 photographs 
strong, this acquisition sees the 
museum add to its already sig- 
nificant collection of suffragette 
images by Christina Broom, 
with scenes documenting key 
moments of early 20th centu- 
ry London life. 

“It also brings to light Broom's 
diverse photographic oeuvre, 
traversing subjects such as 
royal celebration and occasion, 
the Oxford and Cambridge Boat 
Races, women's work and pre- 
dominantly London's military 
activities before, during and in 
the aftermath of war. 

“While Broom's images exude 



strength and relevance on their 
own, for me, it is the photogra- 
pher's own fascinating story of 
determination and entrepre- 
neurialism that makes them 
truly come alive.''

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THE centenary of the start 
of World War I is marked 
by a remarkable touring 
theatre production that 
tells the story of the 
legendary Christmas Day 
truce. 

Alex Gwyther's one-man 
show brings to life the unoffi- 
cial ceasefire that swept along 
500 miles of the Western Front 
where more than one million 
men were encamped. 

It was one of the most extra- 
ordinary episodes of the Great 
War - which claimed the lives 
of millions of soldiers - told 



through the eyes of Private 
James Boyce (pictured above). 

In the week before Christmas 
1914, groups of German and 
British soldiers had begun to 
exchange seasonal greetings and 
songs between their trenches. 


On occasion, the tension was 
reduced to the point that 
individuals would walk across 
to talk to their opposite num- 
bers, bearing gifts. 

On Christmas Eve and Christ- 
mas Day, many soldiers from 
both sides independently 
ventured into no-man's land, 
where they mingled, exchang- 
ing food and souvenirs. 

As well as holding joint 
burial ceremonies for their 
fallen comrades, the soldiers 
shook hands, sang carols, lit 
each other's cigarettes, swapped 
souvenirs, food and even 
addresses and, most famously, 
played football using empty 


bully-beef cans with their caps 
or steel helmets as goalposts. 

Gwyther initially wrote the 
piece as a spoken word poem, 
which he has performed in 
front of a thousand-strong 
audience at the mayor of Lon- 
don's Week of Peace. 

In its guise as an hour-long 
one-man show, it enjoyed sell- 
out runs in Edinburgh and 
London last year and in 2014. 

The show is on Friday, April 
18 at 7.30pm at Rich Mix, 35-47 
Bethnal Green Road, Ei. Tickets 
cost £10, £8 concessions.

Eating out, eating in 


Bring your own to new 
neighbourhood Indian 


BY GORDON BLUE 


THE City of Paris inherits 
its name from an old 
Truman pub that sat on 
this site, on the corner of 
Old Ford Road and Mace 
Street. But don’t get 
confused as this is defi- 
nitely an Indian restaurant 
through and through. 

We bowled up on a Wednes- 
day night and it was as quiet at 
the Mary Celeste which was a 
little ominous. But it hasn't 
been open long so we trusted 
that the proof is in the pasan- 
da, but the atmosphere was lack- 
ing and the playlist ricocheting 
from traditional Indian to boy- 
band didn't help matters. 

We were off to a good start 
though with the obligatory 
popadoms accompanied by the 
usual mango and lime chutnies, 
minced onion and raita, all 
served in abundance and with 
some care put into presentation. 

Starters of onion bhaji and 
vegetable samosas were ex- 
actly what you would expect - 
fried crisp and well seasoned 
and spiced. The fish tikka starter 
erred on the dry side leading to

disappointment in comparison. 

Mains included grilled king 
prawn karahi (named after the 
wok-like deep frying dish it's 
cooked and served in), chicken 
biryani and king prawn masala. 
Portions were good but a heavy 
hand on the salt dominated two 
of these dishes and ran the risk 
of confusing the more subtle 
herbs and spices. 

Oddly, even though they were 
served in elaborate dishes 
suspended so they could be 
kept warm with a tealight, no 
tealights were forthcoming 


which seemed to miss the point. 

Garlic naans were pillowy 
soft and flavoursome. Unfortu- 
nately the other side dish of 
aubergine and chickpea masala 
suffered a similar salty fate 
leaving us reaching for our beers. 

On that note, the restaurant 
operates a bring your own bot- 
tle policy which is always a good 
thing when with certain friends, 
and one of the dining partners 
brought a treat of a Gewiirz- 
traminer whose sweetness (the 
wine not the guest) cut through 
the hotter spices nicely. 


We forewent puddings due to 
the masses of carbohydrates 
consumed and four ate well for 
a little over £15 a head includ- 
ing side dishes, popadums etc. 

If you're a local give this new 
Indian a whirl and see what you 
think. I imagine the atmosphere 
ratchets up at the weekend 
and late evenings too. Service 
was faultless throughout and 
we were made to feel very wel- 
come from the outset.

Sweet treat is a 
frozen favourite 


WE wouldn’t advise 
eating this dish every day 
because of the sugar 
content, but for an occa- 
sional treat this dessert is 
easy, quick to make and 
absolutely delicious. 


We have added some healthy 
ingredients such as whole- 
meal flour and oats to increase 
the fibre. Frozen fruit, such as 
berries, are ideal for cooking 
with especially when they are 
out of season. 


Fxuit 8c oaty crumble - serves 4 


Ingredients 

Crumble mix 

55g/2oz plain flour 
55g/2oz wholemeal flour 
50g/2oz caster sugar 
nog/40z porridge oats 


Fruit filling 

200g/70z (your choice) of 
frozen berries or tinned fruit 
(raspberries, blackberries, 
blueberries, plums, apples, 
peaches) 

2 tbsp cornflour 


Method 

1. Pre-heat oven to 180C/ 
35oF/Gas mark 4. 

2. Place frozen fruit and 4 fl oz 
of water into a saucepan. Bring 
the fruit to the boil slightly, ad- 
just the heat to medium setting, 
simmer for 4 mins. Continue to 
cook for 2-3 mins, stirring often, 
until the mixture is of a thick 
consistency. Allow to cool for 5 
mins. 

3. Add fruit, caster sugar, and 
cornflour into a mixing bowl 


and stir together. Place mixture 
in an ovenproof glass dish. 

4. For the crumble mix, add flour 
to a mixing bowl, rub in the low 
fat spread, sugar and oats un- 
til the mixture looks like bread- 
crumbs. 

5. Sprinkle the crumble mixture 
over the top of the fruit. 

6. Bake in middle part of the 
oven for 15-20 mins, until the 
crumble topping is golden- 
brown. Allow the crumble to 
cool for 10 mins before serving. 

7. Serve with natural yoghurt.

Dollar profits used to 
build social housing

PROFITS from the sale of new 
homes that are being built 
on the Isle of Dogs, will be 
ploughed into providing more 
social housing. 

One Housing Group has outlined 
plans to work with specialist residen- 
tial developer Mount Anvil to build 185 
new homes on the Island, as 
part of a waterside development called 
Dollar Bay. 


The provider will use part of its share 
of the profits from the sale of the homes 
to build 64 more properties and cre- 
ate 43 social rented, 16 shared owner- 
ship and five private sale properties. 

Alan Williams, group development 
director at One Housing Group, said: 
“Were delighted to have secured these 
two sites and to be working in part- 
nership with Mount Anvil at Dollar Bay. 
London desperately needs more social 
housing but the days of government 
grants are long gone.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

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Health Assessments 


Every year we receive many housing transfer applications based on medical needs, i.e. cases where residents wish to move to another 
property because of their medical problems and consider their current home to be unsuitable. 

In order to assess each medical case correctly, all medical applications are assessed by independent health advisors. Once the health advisor has 
assessed the case they will notify us of their recommendation which will be considered by the lettings team. We will inform the applicant of the 

decision, if a medical priority has been awarded. 

We have published examples of cases where a medical priority has been awarded and some where a medical application has been refused. 
This will give you a better understanding of the type of medical applications we receive and how they are assessed.

Case Types 


We have given some examples of cases where a health assessment has taken 
place to give you an idea of how a priority may be awarded. We keep in mind the 
nature of the health problem and whether the home they live in is suitable. 

REJECTED 

Applicant recently had a caesarean section. 

This is a common operation for which full recovery is expected. It is not a 
long term substantial illness or disability. The applicants housing would not 
be a factor so we would not consider it for an assessment. 

Applicant's asthma is made worse by other family members cigarette smoke 

This is a lifestyle rather than a medical issue. The applicant will suffer from 
asthma wherever they live and unless the family members stop smoking in 
the home it will continue to be an issue. We would not consider this for an 
assessment. 

NO PRIORITY 

Applicant complaining of back pain. Currently lives in a 2 bed, 3rd floor flat 
with 2 children under 10. 

An OT (occupational therapist) assessment took place. The flat is served by a 
lift and is on one level with no internal stairs. Therefore the flat is deemed as 
suitable and no priority is awarded. 

Applicant has asthma. Currently lives in a 3 bed, 3rd floor un-lifted flat with 
spouse and 4 children. 

The evidence provided gave the medication the applicant was on and the 
doctor who assessed the case felt that the Asthma is currently well 
controlled. There are no reasons why the applicant cannot manage the stairs. 
Therefore no priority is awarded. 

Applicant in 30s diagnosed with arthritis. Current home is a 2 bed 1st floor 
flat. 

An OT assessment took place. The applicant was able to get into their own 
home and move around it unassisted. Therefore no priority was awarded. 

Applicant claims to suffer from recurrent chest infections. Current home is 
a 1 bed, 4th floor lifted flat. 

Current illness is relatively minor in nature and is treated by standard 
medication. They have a lift. Therefore no priority is awarded. 

EXTENUATING 

Applicant is in their late 50s and suffering from severe osteo-arthritis. 
Current home is on the ground floor with four steps to the front door. 

This illness is long term and getting around will get harder with time. They 
cannot manage the four steps so cannot get in or out of the home. A home 
with no steps inside or outside is needed. It does not have to be ground floor 
provided there is a lift. Therefore extenuating priority is awarded. 

10 year old child with congenital heart defect and epilepsy. Currently resides 
with his parents in his grandparent's house. The house is overcrowded to the 
extent that there is no room for essential medical equipment. 

Space is required for the medical equipment for this illness which is severe 
and long term. The house is not suitable and so extenuating priority is 
awarded. 

4 year old child with cerebral palsy. Currently lives in a two bed flat with 
parents and 2 siblings. 

An OT assessment took place. They confirmed that the current home cannot 
be adapted. Therefore the home is not suitable for the child and extenuating 
priority is awarded. 

Mother of 40 shares bedroom with daughter. One son. She has enduring 
mental health problems, including bi-polar disorder. Currently lives in 2 bed 
home. 

The nature of her mental illness is such that she needs her own bedroom 
and the overcrowding would affect her mental state. The home is unsuitable 
because they need an extra bedroom therefore extenuating priority is 
awarded. 

EMERGENCY 

Applicant in their 30s has undergone below-knee amputation because of 
bone tumour and is currently undergoing chemotherapy. Family home is an 
un lifted maisonette above the ground floor, with bathroom and toilet 
upstairs. 

Applicant cannot get upstairs so the hospital will not be able to release them 
as the home is unsuitable. Therefore emergency priority is awarded. 

Applicant in their mid 20s has inoperable cancer, currently undergoing 
radical radiotherapy with care from a known hospice. Current home is on 
the 3rd floor and un-lifted. 

The hospice cannot release them as the home is unsuitable and emergency 
priority is awarded.
